Thi Preface, 




Lainely falfe is their fuppofitioii, who conceiue, that the Hymnt 
SongSt and EUgUs of tite Old Ttftamtnty are impertinent to 
thefe latter Aees of the Church. For. neither the Atfliona, nor 
Writings of the hxnosxiX. I/reuliteSt which arc recorded by the 
H«ly Spiritt were permitted to bee done, or written, for their 
owne fakes, fo much, as that tney might bee profitable to wame and in- 
(Irudlvsofthe latter Times; according to Saint At«/, i Cor. lo. And indeed, 
fo much is not onely teftified by that ApofiU, in the place aforerecited, 
and throughout the Epidle to the Htbrewet ; but the verie names of Uiofe 
Ptrfons and Places^ mentioned in thefe Hymnts and Songs^ doe manifeft 
it: and farre better exprefle the nature of that which they myflically point 
out, then of what they are litterally applied vnto ; as thofe who will 
looke into their proper fienifications (hall apparantly difcouer. That, 
therefore thefe parcels of Holy Scriptur* {which are for the moft part Mee- 
ter in their Onginall Tongue} may oee the better remembred. to the GIo- 
rie of God, and the oftner repeated, to thofe ends for whicn they were 
written : they are here difpofed into Lyrick-v^rfe : and doe make the Fir^ 
Part of this Book*. Which Bcohe is called. The J/yrnnet, and Songs of the 
Churchy not for that I would haue it thought Part of the Churches Litur- 
gie: but becaufe they are made in the Penon of all the Faithfull, and doe 
(for the mc^ part) treat of thofe things which conceme the whole Co- 
thclkhe Church.

Hiftorically, in comemora- 
tiono/that/articularDeliuerancewhichGodnath/ohngagoet^/owondrouf' 
ly vouchjafed to his ^erfecuted and aMifled Church. M yuically, in acknew- 
udgement o/ourowne powerfull Deltuerance/rom the bondage of thofe Jpiri' 
tuallAduerfaries, whereof thofe were the Types. For^ VhatxohXfignifyingyen' 
geance) typtfied Our great Enemie, who with his hoa/l ^/TTemptations, Affli- 
ctions, &c. purfueth vs in ourfkaffage to thefpirituall Canaan. The Red-Sea, 
reprefented our Baptifme, i Cor. 10. a. By the Dukes eu%d Princes ^Edom 
{mentioned in this Sons) are prefigured thofe powers and friends of the king- 
d^me <»/'Darkeneflre, which are^ or /hall be, male/led at the newes of our Re- 
generation. A nd therefore t this H ymne may very properly be ufed after the 
Adminiftraticn ^Baptifme.

Por^ it mppearu^ the Diutne wi/edome hnew, that when the Law would 
be loft and/orgotten, a Song might be remembred to Pofieritie. In this Hymne 
(Heauen and Earth being called to witnejfe) the Propnet makesjirfta narra- 
tion of the It^c&^eruer/enejfe : and then deliuereth prophetically three prin* 
cipall things ; wherein diuers other particulars are conjiderable. Thefirft is, 
a Traedidtion of the lewes Idolatry, with the puni/hments of it. The fecond is, 
their hatred to Chrift, y/kh their Abie<fHon. And the loft, is of the calling of 
the Gentiles. We therefore^ that haue by faith and experience ^feene theluc 
ceffe of what is herein foretold^ ought to Sing it often^ in remembrance of Gods 
luftice and Mercy. And (feeing we are all aft enough to become asforget/uli 
of our KtAetmtT%fentour as they) wejhoulaby the repetition heereoffeehe fo 
iojlirre v/ our conjiderationsy that (as S. Paulcounjellethjwe might the bet- 
ter meditate the goodnefle and feueritie of God, &c. Por, if he hath not /pared 
the naturall branches. Let vs take heede, as the fame Apoftle adttifeth.

it by comparing the (ame to the glories of a XeaxpoaXi Ki$tgdom4, to winne 
fuch as are molt defirous of h^noitrs. Sometime he tlluftrates it by Trea- 

fuTfi 
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/ures, GaU SLXid /rftitms Stones^ &c. the better to allure fuch as are temp- 
ted with things of that nature ; and diuers^ other waies alfo, as ap- 
peares throughout the booke of God. But in this S<mg o/^ Sahmon 
(wherein is myfticallv exprcflcd the mutual! affe^on betwixt Chr0 
and his Church, witn the chiefe pafTages thereof throughout all A^^es, 
from AM to the laft iudgcment ; at which time their bieflfed marta^t 
(hall be fully confummated) he doth mod mouingiy ^ impart vnto vs 
the rauilhin(|[ contentments of the diuins L»u*t by comparing it to that de- 
light which is conceiued in tlie ftrongdl, the commoneft, the moft pleafm^ 
the moft natural!, and the moft commendable of our Affe{lUn$\ ^ Anc 
doubtleflfe, it powerfully preuaileth to the enflaming of their fptrit 
L»H»^ who feeke rightly to vnderftand and apply tlw nwfteries and ex- 
prefsions herein contained. Let no man therefore preuime to fing or 
repeat in a camall fenfc, what is here fptritually intended, vpon paine of

Fourthfy, her^tition is mojftgra' 

cioufly anfwered, and (he direfled tofoUcw the JUps of the holy Patxiatfcks 

ema Propnets. FinalU, QhinStJetteth forth the power and rich graces if hit 

Spoufe, with what other ornaments he will prepare for her.

Fourth- 
ly, here is fet forth thefiate of the latter Times, Fifthly, he exprejfeth the ioy, 
confidence, and f aft tie of the EleH of God, euen amid thofe terrours thatfiiaU 
await vpon M^r Redeemers commtng.

THE HYMNES OF THE 

new Tejlament. 

THefe fiue that next follow, are the Hymnet of the New Tefiament, Be- 
tweene which, and the Songs of the Old Teftament^ there Is great dif- 
ference. For the Songs of the Old Tejlament were either thankfgiuings 
for Temporall benefits, typifying and fignifying future Benefits touching 
our Redemption : Or clfe Hymnes prophetically forelhewing thofe Myile- 
ries which were to be accomplifhed at the comming of Chrift. 
But, thefe Euangelicall Songs were compofed, not for Temporsul, 
but for Spirituall things, promifed and figured by thofe Temporall Be- 
nefits, mentioned in the Old Te/lament^ and perf«(^y fulfilled in the New. 
Therefore thefe Euangelicall llymnes are more excellent then fuch as are 
meerely Propheticall. In regard the Poffefsion is to be preferred before 
the Hope ; and the End before the meanes of obtaining it 

Magnificat. Luk. I. 46. 

'T'//if blejfed Virgin Matie being faluied by the -.4 «^^/ Gabriel, and hauing 
•*• by thetioXy Ghoft conceiued our Redee*»ter lefus Chrifl in her wotnbe ; 
too* metde/ruit/ull al/Of in her SouU. by the ouetfltaddrnving o/that Holy- 
Spirit: and thereupont brought forth this Euangelicall and Propheticall 
Hymne. Wherein ^ three things are ^ncipally objeruecAle. Firft^Jhe ^ray- 
feth God for his particular mercies and/auours towards her. Secondly ^ flu 
glorifies God for the ^enerall benefit of our Redemption. Thirdly ^Jhe magni- 
fies God for the particular grace vouchfafed unto the Seed ^Ifrael, according 
to what was promifed to Abraham.

The Preface. 

EVery thinj! hath his Seafon, laith the Preacher^ Eccl. 3. And S. 
Paul aduifeth, that all things fliould be done Ifoneftly^ in Order, 
and to Edification, i. Ccr. 14. Which Counfell the Church reli- 
gioufly heedinff (and how by obreniation of Times^ and other cir- 
cumftances, the memories and capacities of wealc people were 
the better afsifted ;} It was prouided^ that there (hould be Annual Com- 
tnemoratioHS of the principal! Myjlenes of our Redemption : and certaine 
particular daies were dedicated to that purpofe ; as nign as might be ghef- 
led (for the moft part) vpon thofe very feafons of the yeare, in which the 
feuerall Myfttries were accompliflied. And, indeede, this is not that Hea- 
theni(h or idolatrous hecring of Times^ reprehended in Ifaiah 47. Nor 
fuch a lewifh or fupeHUcious obferuation of Dayes, and Motutk*^ and 
Times, and Years, as is reprooued bv S. Paul, Gal. 4. Nor a toUeration 
for idlenefle, contrarie to the fourth Commandement : But a Chnftian 
and warrantable obferuation, profitably ordained, that things misht bee 
done in order; that the vnderftanding might be the better edified: that 
the memorie might be the oftner refrefhed; and that the deuotion might 
be the more ftirred vp. 

It is true, That we ought to watch euery hcure : But if the Chutch had 
not by her authoritie appointed fet daies and hoiu^s to keepe vs awake 
in, fome of vs, would hardly watch one houre. And therefore thofe, who 
haue zeale according to knowledge, doe not onely religioufly obferue the 
Churches appointed Times ; but doe by her example voluntarily alfo ap- 
point vato tMmfelues certaine daies, and houres ot the day for Chriilian 

exerdfes 
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exercifcs. Neither can any man fuppofe this commendable obferuation of 
Feafts (neither burthenfome hy multitude, nor fuperftitious by inftitution^ 
to be an abridgement of Chriilian libertie, who, as he ought to doe, belee- 
ueth, Uiat the Seruic* of God is perfect /reedcme. Wee perfwade not, that 
one day is more holy tnen another m his owne nature : out admonifli that 
thofe be reuerently and ChrilUanly obferued, which are vpon fo good 

f round, and Mrith prudent moderation dedicated to the worlhip of God. 
'or, it cannot be denied that euen thofe who are but coldly affecled to the 
Churches ordinances in this kinde, doe neucrtheleffe often apprehend the 
Myjlery of Chrifls Natiuity and PaJJ^on, vpon the daies oi commemora- 
ting them, much more feelingly then at other times ; and that they forget 
alfo fome other MyJUrits altogether, vntill they are remembred of them 
by the didinfUon, and obferuation of times vfed in the Church. 

Thofe things confidered ; and becaufe there be many, who through ig- 
norance rather then obftinacie, haue ncgle<5ied the Churches ordinance m 
this point, here are added (to thofe Songs of the Churchy which were ei- 
ther taken out of the Canonicall Scripture^ or anciently in vfe) certaine o- 
ther fpirituall Songs and Hymns, appropriated to thofe Daues and Occa- 
fions which are moft obferuable throughout the yeare. And before each 
feuerall Hymne, is prefixed a brief Preface alfo to declare their vfe, and 
the purpofe of each Commemoration. That fuch, who haue heretofore through 
ignorance contemned the Churches difcipline therein, might behaue them- 
felues more reuerentlv hereafter, and leame not to fpeake euill of thofe 
things they vnderftand not.

n^I/u may be calUd the Court Holy Day ; for^ with vs it ufoUntnized r/- 
^ OH command, in the Court-royall of tfU MaiefUe of Great Britaine on- 
fyf or in tfu Families of thofe Knights of the Order, wkc are conftrained 
to be abfentfrom the Sotemnttie there held', which is vftuUly on the Day an- 
ciently dedicated to George the Martyr. NeuertheleJ/e, we beieeue not thai 
it was he whom they anciently chofe to be the Patron of the foreHamed Or- 
der : For, the Relation of him wtu> deliuered the VaAyfrom the Draf on, is 
only a Chrijlian AUc^one inuented to fet forth the better the Churches de^ 
liuerance. lefus Chnft is the true Satnt Geoi-ge, and our Englifli tutelarie 
Saint ; Euen he that comtneth armed v^on the White Horfc, Rcu. 19, 11. 
The Dragon he otterthrotves is the Beait, mentioned in the fame Chapter, 
and called fa little be/ore) the Dragon with feauen heads and ten homes : 
The Lady he deliuers ts that woman whom the Dragon ^etJ'ecuteSt Reu. 12. 
And to the honour of him, I conceiue the moft honourable Order 0/ Saint 
George to be continued, and this Day con/ecraied. Nor is there an^ irre- 
uerence in impojing this Name on our Redeemer ; For, George figntfieth a 

Husbandman 
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Husbandman which is a Name or attribuie that euen Chrift allied to his 
Father, loh. i$. i. My Father (faith he) h Fcufyyov cft, is the George, or 
the Husbandman. And indeedty verie properly may this Nation call GOD 
their George, or Husbandman : For he hath (as it were) moted this lAand 
with the Sea, walled it with naturall Buhuarkes, built ToTvers in it, planted 
his Trvth here, weeded, drejfed, and replenifked it like a Garden ; And, in 
a word^ enery way done the part of a good Husbandman thereon. Howfoeuer 
therefore the firft occafhn of thu Daies great Solemnitiefeeme but meane 
(as the beginnings ofman^ Noble inuentions were) yet I canceiue that Infti-
